He showed 
that their own actions under the pre­ 
vious laws had brought about the 
passing of the Orr bill. 
“The companies and the companies* 
lawyers do not seem to understand 
that the companies are amenable to 
prosecution under the anti-trust stat­ 
utes of the state.” said the governor. 
He explained that their announced 
determination to quit the state was 
as much in restraint of trade as the 
case against the lumber companies 
who limited production 
of 
timber, 
won by him while attorney general. 
“The state has no position in the 
mritter,” said 
the govdrn^r. 
“TUie 
Orr law is passed, the legislature has 
gone home. 
The companies have ex­ 
hausted their resources in Hying to 
have a special session of the legisla­ 
ture called. 
They tried to get the 
aid of the country press, of the small 
commercial clubs, the bankers and 
the large towns’ commercial clubs, 
but they failed.

the birth 
rate, 
orphanage, juvenile 
courts, desertion by parents, danger-

At the start nearly three-fourths of 
the young m en graduated from 
col­ 
li ge entered the m inistry. A century 
later, when there w ere m ore colleges 
and many more students, the m inis­ 
try wiiB still far in the lead over an> 
o th er profession, but th e percentage 
had fai,Q»' off to 45. In the next cen­ 
tury the legal profession cam e far to

century,

The history of the natural gas in­ 
dustry is an appalling record of in­ 
credible waste. 
Oil 
experts of the 
United States bureau of mines who 
have been investigating the natural 
gas Industry have reported that mil­ 
lions of dollars’ worth of this 
is being throw n away each 
the United States. 
In Oklahoma 100,000,000 cubic feet 
of gas is escaping into the air every 
twenty-four hours. This has a value 
of $20,000 a day, or $7,300,000 a year. 
This w'aste is also equal to 1,250,000 
tens of the best bituminous coal. The 
w aste in Louisiana is 
estim ated 
at 


7 ,-1,00 0 ,0 0 0 cubic feet daily, valued at 
$15,000 for each day, 
or 
$5,475,000 
for the vear. 
This wTaste of gas is 
equivalent to nearly 
$1,000,000 tons 
oí coal. Tt is especially aggravating 
because of the fact 
th at 
Ixmisiana 
does not have 
any 
coal 
resources 
within her boundaries, and while the 
state is allowing its supply of gas to 
escape in the air, 
the 
citizens arc 
! paying for coal that has to be tran s­ 
ported some distance. 
The penalty 
for 
this wantonness 
will he visited 
mostly 
upon future 
generations. 
But 
it 
has 
gone far 
enough. There was, years ago, great 
waste in Ohio, Pennsylvania, Indiana 
and W est Virginia, bu t it has 
stopped

efficient state legislation. Oil experts 
of the bureau 
offer 
a 
num ber of 
methods whereby the gas 
may be 
saved for future use and urge on the 
Industry and the states involved the 
necessity for quick action if the 
fields are to be of service in the fu­ 
ture.

The increase in the value of 
farm lands is an example of the indi­ 
rect economic advantages of improved 
road conditions. It should not be con­ 
sidered, however, that, in presenting 
the advantages of improved roads the 
direct increase in the cost of hauling 
and the increase in farm values are 
entirely separate and Independent. The 
farm increases In value partly because 
the cost of hauling Ib decreased. 
“W hatever methods are used tp im­ 
prove a road, the 
improvement 
for 
hauling purposes 
is 
due 
to 
three 
causes—the betterm ent of 
the 
road 
surface, the reduction of the grade and 
the shortening of Uie length. On such 
an improved road the time required t< 
haul a given quantity of material 
i 
given distance is reduced. 
The reduc­ 
tion ma*' be largely due to increased 
speed of hauling, to Increased load, or 
to both. 
It is im portant to recognize 
that for transportation purposes 
re­ 
duction of time is equivalent to a de-

It is easy to see, then

The cost of this work in 
the United States at present is high, 
and is due mainly to steep grades and 
yielding road surfaces on unimproved 
roads. When a grade exceeds a rise of 
six feet to the hundred feet in a hori­ 
zontal measure, it becomes an increas­ 
ing hindrance to traffic. On any grade, 
in addition to the surface conditions, 
the force of gravity must be overcome.

Athens, Greece.— That boxing, ball 
playing and sprinting were favorite 
sports of the ancient Greeks is widely 
known. 
Put it is not generally known 
that these sports were in vogue in an­ 
cient Egypt centuries before Greece 
was known to history. 
The accompanying sketches art» re­ 
productions of prints from the works 
cf L'ffsius. Rosellini, 
M áspero 
and 
otlmr Egyptologists. 
The large print 
is a copy of a photograph from a rock 
carving which was executed In Thebes 
during the reign of Ramcscs It. in 
the early part of th ° fourteenth cen­ 
tury, B. ( . Long before Moses h d the 
hosts 
of 
Israel 
into 
the 
Sinaitic 
desert: long before the oldest books 
of the Old Testament were written; 
and 
four centuries bei’om Solomon 
wrote, “ There is nothing new under

the sun.” 
It is a draft of the camp 
of Ratnoses 11. before the Ilittite City 
of Kadesh. 
it plainly shows the diver­ 
sions of the Egyptian soldiers in their 
hours of leisure.

ing and t ven the gentle pastime of 
“ crap shooting.” 
Tho smaller sketches might have 
bet 3i made on an> 
professional ball 
ground in this country, barring the 
uniforms.

Just 
who introduced baseball into ancient 
Egypt ii not knn u, but th e “ Records 
of tiie Monuments” show th a t Father 
Time discovered the game before eith 
er "’ather Chadwick or Father SpjJd- 
ing. 
Truly th'-re is nothing new under 
the sun. 
W hat with the discovery 
that Egyptians in the dawn of history 
probably used electric or hydraulic 
drills to shape the blocks of granite 
for the Pyramids, and the granite pie­
